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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant proposes amending the specification to add the phrase "and moving 
solids towards and close to walls of the conduit by centrifugal force, to be removed, 
shortly before discharging the product". Applicant does not state whether or not this 
amendment added new matter and does not point out any support for this proposed 
amendment. 

2. Entry of the amendment to the claims would require further consideration and/or 
search because of the limitation "said conduit being formed by a coil with the diameter 
of the conduit being greater than the coil helix diameter". Also, the proposed 
amendment would create lack of antecedent basis for "the coil helix diameter" as there 
would be no prior requirement that the coil be a helix, versus for example a coil lying in 
a plane.
